What the New Bill Ask s From 
the State.

The you ng men of this city who are 
Interested In the formation of a naval 
m ilitia will be glad to k now tha t Rep­ 
resentative Mason, of Cleveland, ha^ 
introdu ced a bill which provides for 
its organization. There shall lie H. 
companies, althou gh the governor has 
power to Increase the nu mber In tim es 
of peace. 
The officers of the brigade, as pro­ 
vided In Mr. Mason's bill, shall con­ 
sist of a captain, who shall be the 
chief of the brigade, and a staff, to 
consist of one commander, as chief of 
staff and execu tive officer; one lieu ­ 
tenant, as brigade ad ju tant and chief 
navigating officer; one lieu tenant, as 
chief signal, ordnance and equ ipm ent 
officer; one paymaster, one su rgeon, 
one chief engineer of the relative rank 
of lieu tenant, and one ensign as sig­ 
nal officer. 
The officers 
shall be 
chosen and commissioned as soon as 
two battalions are completely organ­ 
ized. To each battalion there shall be 
one lieu tenant commander, who shall 
command the same, and a staff, con­ 
sisting of one lieu tenant as battalion 
adlu tant and execu tive officer, one en­ 
sign as signal and assistant navigating 
officer; one su rgeon and one paymas­ 
ter of the relative rank of lieu tenant, 
ju nior grade, and one assistant su r­ 
geon of the relative rank of ersign. 
Each battalion shall consist of not 
less than two or more than two divis­ 
ions or companies. To each division 
or company there shall be one lieu ten­ 
ant to command the same, one lieu ­ 
tenant, ju nior grade, and one ensign. 
FLacbpartofa battalion not In the 
same cou nty as the battalion head­ 
qu arters shall be allowed one assistant 
su rgeon of the relatlye rank of ensign 
and one additional ensign fu r each di­ 
vision. In addition to the officers ju st 
named, each division shall consist of 
44 petty officers and'seamen as a m ini­ 
mu m and 84 petty officers and seamen 
as a maximu m. 
It Is also provided tha t each division 
shall contain a t least fou r men who 
have 
a 
practical 
k nowledge 
of 
elecrlclty, and fou r others with a 
practical k nowledge of the constru c­ 
tion and m anagement of steam ma­ 
chinery. 
In reference to the selec­ 
tion of the variou s officers, the bill 
provides tha t the captain and com­ 
mander shall be chosen by the com­ 
missioned officers of the naval brigade, 
and the battalion officers by the com­ 
missioned officers of their respective 
battalions, while the officers of the 
companies or divisions shall be elected 
by the officers and enlisted men of the 
companies, provided they are able to 
pass a satisfactory examination at the 
hands of an examining board, for the 
establishoieri» of which the hill also 
mak es provision. 
This board shall 
consist ot three officers of the battalion 
to which LAie applicant for exam ina­ 
tion belong« , and shall be appointed 
by the brigade commander. 
Among the other provisions of the 
bill are the following: T hat the naval 
brigade] shall be u niformed after a 
proper naval manner, as the comman- 
der-ln-chlef shall direct, ou t of appro­ 
priations for u niforms or su pplies for 
the National Gu ard; the u niform shall 
be as near as possible tha t of the 
United States navy, with some d's- 
tioctive mark to indicate the state. 
T hat the naval m llltia shall perform 
the same am ou nt of du ty each year as 
requ ired of the National Ou ard.except 
su ch du ty, or any part of It. may be 
performed afloat. T hat officers and 
enlisted men of the naval m llltia 
shall received the pay of the same 
relative rank of the United States 
navy, bu t thev shall not receive any 
compensation from the state for du ty 
performed by wav of Instru ction or 
drill or otherwise, for which the? 
shall receive compensation from the 
the state for du ty performed by wav 
of iDstru ctloD or.drlll or otherwise, 
for which they shall receive compen­ 
sation from the United States. T hat 
the rank given In the act Is naval 
rank , being as follows. In comparlsoo 
with the rank of the officers of the 
National Gu ard: Captain with colonel, 
commander with lieu tenant colonel, 
lieu tenant commander with major, 
lieu tenant iu nior with lieu tenant and 
ensign with second lieu tenant. The 
relative position of seamen shall be 
tha t of private in the National Gu ard, 
and the relative position of petty of- 
flcer with tha t of ooo-oommissiooed 
officer In the gu ard. 


T h e system of discipline and exer­ 
cise of ibe naval m ilitia shall con­ 
form generally with that 
of the navy 


of the United States, except In certain 
m atters which are left to the discre­ 
tion of thea>mmander-ln-chlef in the 
mak ing of special ru les. The aim- 
mander-ln-chlef Is au thorized to ap­ 
ply to the president of the United 
States for the detail of commissioned 
officers, petty officers and seamen of 
the navy to act as Inspectors and in­ 
stru ctors In the act of naval warfare. 
Armories of the naval m llltia shall be 
situ ated immediately on or near the 
navigable waters of the state. 
The companies or divisions compos­ 
ing the naval battalion may be raised, 
as provided by law, when the United 
States is ready to fu rnish arms and 
equ ipments, and where practicable 
vessels of war for the performance of 
du ty requ ired by law. All male citi­ 
zens of this state lielng 18 y ars of 
age and u nder 4.5 years of age and are 
engaged In the navigation of the 
waters 
of 
the 
state and of the 
waters adjacent thereto, except per­ 
sons exempted by law. shall be en­ 
rolled In the naval m ilitia and per­ 
form m ilitary du ty In the manner 
provided.

W hat the New Bill A sks From 
the State.

Tho you mr men of this city who are 
interested in the formation of a naval 
m ilitia will he triad to know th a t Rep­ 
resentative Mason, of Cleveland, b a. 
Introduced a bill which provides for 
Its organization. 
There shall lie IU 
companies, although the governor has 
power to Increase th e number In times 
of peace. 
T he officers of the brigade, as pro­ 
vided In Mr. Mason's bill, shall con­ 
sist of a captain, who shall be the 
chief of th e brigade, and a staff, to 
consist of one commander, as chief of 
staff and eiecutlve <,Ulcer; one lieu­ 
tenant, as brigade a d ju ta n t and chief 
navigating officer; one lieutenant, as 
chief signal, ordnance and equipm ent 
officer; one paymaster, one surgeon. | 
one chief engineer of th e relative rank | 
of lieutenant, and one ensign as sig­ 
nal officer. 
T h e officers 
shall be 
chosen and commissioned as soon as 
two battalions are completely organ 
ized. 
To each battalion there shall he 
one lieutenant commander, who shall 
command the same, and a staff, con­ 
sisting of one lieutenant as battalion 
ad ju ta n t and executive officer, one en­ 
sign as signal and assistant navigating 
officer; one surgeon and one paymas­ 
ter of the relative rank of lieutenant, 
junior grade, and one assistant sur­ 
geon of the relative rank of ensign 
Each battalion shall consist of not 
less th an two or more th an two divis­ 
ions or companies. 
To each division 
or company there shall be one lieuten­ 
a n t to command the same, one lieu­ 
tenant, junior grade, and one ensign. 
Each part of a battalion not lo the 
same count? as th e battalion head­ 
quarters shall be allowed one assistant 
surgeon of the relative rank of ensigu 
and one additional ensign for each di­ 
vision. In addition to the officers lust 
named, each division shall consist of 
44 petty officers and'seam en as a mini­ 
mum aud 84 petty officers and seamen 
as a maximum. 
I t is also provided th a t each division 
shall contain a t least four meu who 
have 
a 
practical 
knowledge 
of 
elecrlcity, and four others with a 
practical knowledge of the construc­ 
tion and m anagem ent of steam ma­ 
chinery. 
In reference to th e selec­ 
tion of th e various officers, th e bill 
provides th a t the captain and com­ 
m ander shall be chosen by th e com­ 
missioned officers of the naval brigade, 
and the battalion officers by the com­ 
missioned officers of their respective 
battalions, while the officers of the 
companies or divisions shall be elected 
by the officers and enlisted men of the 
companies, provided they are able to 
pass a satisfactory examination a t the 
hands of an examining board, for the 
establishment of which the bill also 
makes provision. 
This board shall 
consist of til TRO officers of the battalion 
to which Hie applicant for exam ina­ 
tion belongs and shall be appointed 
by the brigade commander. 
Among th e other provisions of the 
bill are the following: T h a t the naval 
brigade; shall be uniformed after a 
proper naval manner, as th e comman­ 
der-in-chief shall direct, out of appro­ 
priations for uniforms or supplies for 
the National Guard; the uniform shall 
be as near as possible th a t of the 
United States navy, w ith some d's- 
tioctlve mark to indicate th e state. 
T h a t the naval militia shall perform 
the same amount of duty each year as 
required of the National G uard,except 
such duty, or any part of It. may he 
performed afloat. 
T h a t officers and 
enlisted men of the naval militia 
shall received the pay of th e same 
relative rank of the United States 
navy, but they shall not receive any 
compensation from the state for duty 
performed bv way of instruction or 
drill or otherwise, for which they 
shall receive compensation from the 
the state for duty performed bv way 
of Instruction or.drill or otherwise, 
for which they shall receive compen­ 
sation from the United States. 
T h a t 
th e rank given In the act Is naval 
rank, being as follows, in comparison 
with the rank of the officers of the 
National Guard: Captain with colonel, 
commander with lieu ten ant colonel, 
lieutenant commander with major, 
lieutenant junior w ith lieutenan t and 
ensign with second lieutenant. 
The 
relative position of seamen shall be 
th a t of private in th e National Guard, 
and the relative position of petty of­ 
ficer with th a t of non-commissioned 
officer In th e guard. 
T h e system of discipline and exer­ 
cise of the naval militia shall con­ 
form generally with that of the navy 


of the United States, except In certain 
m atters which are left to th e discre­ 
tion of thecom m ander-ln-chlef In the 
making of special rules. 
T h e eom- 
mander-ln-chtef Is authorized to ap­ 
ply to the president of th e United 
States for th e detail of commissioned 
officers, petty officers and seamen of 
the navy to act as inspectors and In­ 
structors in th e act of naval warfare. 
Armories of the naval m ilitia shall he 
situated Immediately on or near the 
navigable waters of the state. 
T he companies or divisions compos­ 
ing the naval battalion may be raised, 
as provided bv law, when th e United 
States Is ready to furnish arms and 
equipments, and where practicable 
vessels of war for the performance of 
duty required bv law. 
AU male citi­ 
zens of this state being 18 v ars of 
aire aod under 45 years of age and are 
engaged 
in the navigation of the
